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Nurse ‘failed to identify 
possible sign of abuse’ 


A HEALTH visitor who failed to identify 
a baby boy’s bruises and broken arm as 
signs of possible physical abuse has 
been struck off. 

Deborah Kendall, who had more than 
30 years’ experience in the profession, 
was working at the Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Ely in 2011 when she failed 
to properly investigate the 6-week-old 
child’s injuries during a routine check¬ 
up. 

A year ago the News reported that the 
Nursing and Midwifery Council (NMC) 
were reviewing the allegations, and 
now following more hearings in 
London, a panel has concluded that 
because Kendall placed the baby at 
“unwarranted risk of harm” she should 
be banned from the workplace. 

Kendall, who was employed by 
Cambridgeshire Community Services 
(CCS) at the time, admitted to failing to 
conduct a full medical physical exami¬ 
nation of the baby and of failing to 
arrange a full medical and physical 
examination, as well as making inade¬ 
quate records of the meeting with the 
baby and his mother on March 22, 2011. 

The panel heard the mother told 
Kendall her son had suffered bruising 
at night and the qualified nurse simply 
told the mother to see her GP if she con¬ 
tinued to be concerned. Kendall 
thought colic was a more likely cause of 
any discolouration. 

But after being seen by a GP two days 
later, the baby was admitted to hospital 
with a suspected fractured right 
humerus - the bone leading from

shoulder to elbow - and bruises to the 
hand and face. 

The parents were arrested and social 
services were alerted. 

Tom Horder, representing the NMC, 
said Kendall should have understood 
her responsibility with regard to safe¬ 
guarding and it required her to be able 
to identify potential abuse or neglect 
and take appropriate action. 

The panel also heard of the profes¬ 
sional’s 34 years as a midwife, nurse 
and health visitor with no prior allega¬ 
tions before the NMC, and her remorse 
about the failings. 

But Trevor Spire, chairman, said: “The 
panel is satisfied that the facts proved 
amount to misconduct and further¬ 
more, in the circumstances of this case, 
involving a failure to act to safeguard a 
baby and to maintain proper records, it 
found that the misconduct was seri¬ 
ous.” 

Kendall’s name was removed from the 
NMC register of practice, and she may 
not apply for restoration for five years. 

She stopped working for CCS on 
March 31, 2011.

North Ely plans 
are submitted 


MAMMOTH plans to build 
approximately 1,200 new homes 
in Ely have now been submitted. 

The North Ely development - 
which will see around 3,000 new 
properties being built on the 
northern edge of the city over 
time - has been in the pipeline 
for years. 

And now Foxton-based firm 
Endurance Estates Strategic 
Land Ltd has formally submitted 
its part of the major scheme to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

As previously reported, 
Endurance Estates wants to 
develop their part of the scheme 
on behalf of the Lee family, who 
own land to the east of Lynn 
Road. 

The Church Commissioners, 
who own the land to the west of 
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Lynn Road, hope to develop the 
rest. 

Endurance Estates’ plans 
involve building up to 1,200 new 
homes with “associated employ¬ 
ment and community uses” such 
as shops and business units, and 
a new care home. 

In the end it is hoped the com¬ 
pleted development will boast 
places of worship, community 
facilities, pubs, restaurants, a 
supermarket, a primary school 
and open spaces. 

In a statement to planners, 
Endurance Estates said: “The 
proposals have been carefully 
designed to respond to both the 
rural and urban context. 

“Key features include retaining 


trees/hedgerows and proposed 
new planting to soften the 
appearance of development and 
to create a transition between 
urban area and surrounding 
Fenland.” 

They said that building styles 
would “blend with Ely’s existing 
architectural character” but 
form a “modern interpretation 
and include energy efficiency 
technology”, such as solar pan¬ 
els. 

The firm added: “Over 32 hec¬ 
tares of the site will be developed 
as green infrastructure, which 
equates to 43 per cent of the total 
site.” 

The council is launching a pub¬ 
lic consultation next month to 
enable people to have their say 
on the development. Visit www.

Why did they make 
our new bins so ugly ?

COUNCIL chiefs were “unimaginative” 
when it came to designing East 
Cambridgeshire’s new wheelie bins. 

That’s the message from residents who 
insist the district’s wheelie bins could 
have been more aesthetically pleasing. 

Many people have spoken in favour of 
their wheelie bins since East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) started to roll them out across 
the region earlier this month. 

But some have described the ‘ECDC’ 
block lettering across the bins as ugly 
and say the bins should bear the coun¬ 
cil’s distinctive crest instead. 

Speaking on Ely News online, one resi¬ 
dent said: “I know that a wheelie bin is 
never going to be a thing of beauty but it 
seems a shame and wasted opportunity 
not to have something slightly less ugly 
than ‘ECDC’ across the front in big block 
letters. 

“How about the East Cambridgeshire 
District Council crest [shield with horses 
and ship] as was on the black recycling 
boxes? 

“Surely if you’re having 20,000 bins 
made to spec, you can choose to have 
whatever letters or crest you want put on 
there for the same price. 

“If you go to South Cambs, 
Cambridgeshire County Council, any¬ 
where else, they’ve done their best to 
make the bins look smart.” 

A Stretham resident, who did not want 
to be named, said: “I was dreading get¬ 
ting my wheelie bins but I must say I’m

actually enjoying having them now, and 
I can really see the new system working. 

“The only criticism I’ve got is that the 
council could have made them more 
aesthetically pleasing. 

“Instead of ‘ECDC’ stamped across 
them we should have had something a 
bit prettier and perhaps something that 
was more significant to the local area, 
such as an image of the cathedral or 
some eels? 

“I feel the council’s been unimagina¬ 
tive and not done enough to make them 
look less garish.” 


The new wheelie bin system is being 
introduced after the authority success¬ 
fully bid for £5 million from Central 
Government last year. 

It is hoped the new service, which is 
still being rolled out, will help improve 
the district’s poor recycling record, 
which is currently the lowest in the 
region. 

Dave White, the council’s waste chief, 
said the roll out of the new service is 
going “very well”. 

He said: “The roll out of the new wheel¬ 
ie bin service has been going very well 
with lots of residents excited about the 
opportunity of being able to recycle 
more of their waste. 

“We would like to thank them for the 
way they have embraced the changes 
which have come into place over the last 
three weeks. 

“While there have been some teething 
problems which residents have high¬ 
lighted for us to deal with we have not a 
complaint about the look of the bins.”

Diocese boasts new ministers 


ALMOST 50 new lay ministers 
have been authorised at Ely 
Cathedral. 

The special service was held on 
Sunday and saw a total of 49 new 
ministers being sworn in by the 
Bishop of Huntingdon, the Rt Revd 
Dr David Thomson. 

It brings the number of 
authorised lay ministers in the 
diocese to 255. 

Authorised Lay Ministers are lay 
people who have trained and 


subsequently been authorised to 
minister within their parish. 

Those interested in becoming 
licensed take a one-year course 
that offers training in a specialist 
area. 

This year, the diocese licensed 
people in parish administration, 
children’s ministry, music 
ministry, pastoral care, social 
awareness, worship leading and 
youth ministry. 

Authorisation lasts for a period 


of four years and some 83 
ministers were also re-licensed at 
the same service. 

Dr Thomson said: “It was a 
thrilling experience to see the 
cathedral full of faces shining 
with the love of God, ready to 
share in service to the churches 
and communities in which they 
live. 

“It’s good news for the church - 
and it’s great news for God’s 
world too.” 


Plans in for town’s 
pavilion upgrade

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AMBITIOUS plans to refurbish 
and expand an “outdated” com¬ 
munity facility in Soham have 
now been submitted. 

Discussions about revamping 
and extending the town’s popu¬ 
lar Walter Gidney Pavilion, in 
Fountain Lane, have been ongo¬ 
ing for some years. 

But Soham Town Council has 
now applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
for planning permission to give 
the 19th century building a face 
lift. 

The proposals, which have 
been designed by Cambridge- 
based architects Saunders 
Boston, involve demolishing 
part of the existing community 
hall and replacing it with a rear 
extension. 

The council also wants to 
spruce up the hall, get rid of the 
basketball court at the site, cre¬ 
ate a new access and make the 
car park bigger. 

In a statement to planners, the 
architects said: “The proposals 
look to remodel and improve the 
existing building and facilities 
whilst providing a new, purpose- 
built extension. 

“The completed building will 
continue to provide local com¬ 
munity groups with a series of 
multi-purpose spaces where 
they can pursue their varied 
interests but within a modern¬ 
ised surrounding. 

“It is also hoped that the com¬ 
pleted facilities, which are out¬ 
dated leaving the building 
under-used by the local commu¬ 


nity, will be more attractive and 
easier to let for private functions. 

“This application includes the 
demolition of the 1960’s rear sec¬ 
tion of the building and its 
replacement with a new exten¬ 
sion, and the remodelling and 
renovation of the existing main 
historic element of The Pavilion. 

“It also allows for a much 
improved entrance to the build¬ 
ing from Fountain Lane via the 
public car park owned by the 
district council.” 

If approved, the revamped 
pavilion would boast a new main 
function room with storage, a 
new council chamber and office 
space, new toilets and disabled 
toilet, a kitchen, a foyer and exhi¬ 
bition area, and a tractor and 
mower store. 

The architects said: “The main 
focus of the extension is the pro¬ 
vision of a large multi-functional 
hall which will allow for a diverse 


range of activities to take place 
within it. 

“The hall will have a capacity of 
around 100 people formally seat¬ 
ed and up to 150 seated for more 
informal functions.” 

As well as extra car parking 
spaces, there would also be a 
total of 32 covered cycle parking 
spaces. 

A decision on the proposals 
could be made within eight 
weeks.

29 conditions put 
on boathouse plans 


CONDITIONS which Cambridge 
University must adhere to when build¬ 
ing a multi-million pound new boat¬ 
house in Ely have now been finalised. 

The university’s boat club, women’s 
boat club and lightweight rowing club 
secured planning permission to build a 
new state-of-the-art boathouse at Fore 
Mill Wash, beside the River Great Ouse, 
in May. 

But with the proposals attracting much 
criticism from locals and wildlife groups, 
mainly over the feared impact the devel¬ 
opment could have on the natural envi¬ 
ronment, East Cambridgeshire District 
Council planners only agreed to approve 
the application subject to conditions 
which would be agreed at a later date. 

Following further discussion with vari¬ 
ous organisations, including Natural 
England, about mitigating damage to 
wildlife, those conditions - ah 29 of 
them - have now been agreed. 

Among the conditions are that before 
any building work commences, further 
details regarding the impact on the ‘in-

river channel’ by the construction of the 
boathouse’s launching pontoon must be 
submitted and agreed by the council, 
and that the level of noise emitted from 
the site shall not exceed 26 decibels dur¬ 
ing the day or 15 decibels during the 
night. 

The university will also not be allowed 
to use the site for a regatta unless the 
date of the event is submitted to and 
approved by the council, the boathouse’s 
dormitory accommodation can only be 
used for ‘purposes ancillary to the use of 
the boathouse as a training facility’ and 
before the development starts, a revised 
flood risk assessment must be submitted 
to and approved by the authority ‘dem¬ 
onstrating that the development will not 
impede floodplain flow’. 

The main factor behind the conditions 
is Fore Mill Wash lies between two of 
Ely’s sites of special scientific interest. 

Liz Hunter, a member of Ely Wildspace, 


which objected to the plans, said the 
group was “satisfied” with the condi¬ 
tions and the Wildlife Trust has also 
welcomed the conditions. 

When it is built, the new boathouse 
will provide all three clubs with a base to 
train, boasting five boat bays, a weights 
room, changing rooms and crew rest 
areas. 

A Cambridge University spokesman 
said: “Groundwork is expected to start in 
February, subject to meeting the condi¬ 
tions attached to the planning consent. 

“Some site preparation will occur in 
advance. 

“The project committee for the three 
Cambridge University boat clubs helped 
to draft the agreed planning conditions 
in conjunction with the council and the 
statutory wildlife bodies. 

The clubs will ensure that all the plan¬ 
ning conditions are met.”

We should not be paying £1m 
towards the A14 upgrade 

I AM writing to voice my strong opposition to 
East Cambs District Council’s decision to give 
a million pounds of our money to funding the 
A14 toll road. 

Only a few weeks ago, Cllr Moakes was 
pleading poverty on behalf of the council, no 
doubt to soften us up for another tax increase 
this year. 

Now he seems to think that a million pounds 
is available to fund a new road that does not 
even pass through East Cambs. It is not the 
responsibility of a local council to fund a 
national road development that should be 
funded by central government, especially 
given the punitive taxes imposed on motorists. 

It does seem that local people are expected to 
pay four times for this road - via national 
taxation, local taxation through 
Cambridgeshire County Council and East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, and tolls. 

Regarding a toll on the A14, the government 
is breaking an election promise that it would 
not introduce road tolling. The government 
has allowed unfettered expansion in Cambs 
while failing to improve the infrastructure - it 
should not expect local people to pay a 
premium for its failings. 

Regarding tolling in general, I hope everyone 
will write to his or her MP objecting strongly. I 
cant help feeling that the government is 
dipping a toe in the water here to gauge 
objection to tolling - if we let this through it 
will open the floodgates for other toll roads 
and therefore more raids on our hard-pressed 
wallets. Mr Cameron promised to end the war 
on motorists when he came to power - this 
looks like the opening of a new beachhead to 
me. 

Mr Moakes, don’t you realise that if you fund 
a new toll road then many extra lorries will use 
the A142 to avoid the toll, increasing already 
unacceptable congestion at Ely station level 
crossing? 

What you should be doing with our million is 
making some progress on the A142 station 
level crossing bypass, over which much 
council hot air has been expelled over the last 
20 years. 

That’s a local issue worthy of funding. 

It has been stated that this decision is 
“subject to any councillor calling the item in”, 
whatever that means. 

Surely, there must be some sensible 
councillors who will oppose this plan?

EXCITING plans to turn an 
empty shop in Ely into a food 
delicatessen and live music 
venue have been withdrawn. 

Last week, Ely News reported 
that there were proposals to 
transform the former Millets 
store in Market Place into an eat¬ 
ery, bar and “hub” offering activ¬ 
ities such as live music, poetry 
readings and book clubs. 

A planning application had 
been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
- but that application has now 
been scrapped. 

Ely man Gareth Rowberry, of 
Grindhaus Ltd, was listed as the 
change of use’s applicant. 

However, speaking to Ely News, 
he said: “I might have been listed 
as the applicant but I was hardly 
really involved in the application 
at all. 

“I was working with the people 
interested in taking on the lease 
of the building, sort of advising 
them I suppose. 

“Sadly, the application has 
been withdrawn, for a number of 
reasons; the main one being that 
we now feel the premises simply 


aren’t viable for what we were 
proposing. 

“It’s a real shame as the 
research we’ve carried out show 
that there really is a demand for 
this sort of facility in Ely but we 
just don’t feel that these premis¬ 
es in that location are right. 

“It might be that we look for 
smaller premises in the city as 
you need to have a heck of a lot of 
people coming through your 
doors to cover the rates and rents 
that come with a building that 
size in our city centre.” 

The proposals involved turning 
the premises, which have stood 


empty for more than two years, 
into a food delicatessen, bar and 
live music venue, where activi¬ 
ties such as a cinema club, book 
club and wine tastings would 
also be held.

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RELIEVED: Claire Pierson, from Littleport, almost fell victim to the bank scam 

Don’t fall 
victim to 
bank scam 


A WOMAN is urging resi¬ 
dents to be on their guard 
after she was targeted by 
a suspected money scam. 

Claire Pierson, from 
Littleport, believes the 
scammers would have 
taken money from her 
Barclays bank account if 
she hadn’t have been so 
alert. 

The 28-year-old received 
a phone call on her mobile 
phone earlier this month 
and was told that some¬ 
body had applied for 
either an online credit 
card or payday loan in her 
name. 

The caller, who was a 
man, told her that he 
could help reduce her 
debt by up to 75 per cent. 

Claire, of Friars Place, 
said: “I knew it was dodgy 
because I don’t have an 
online credit card or any 
payday loans and I knew 
that any legitimate com¬ 
pany would never call you 
on your mobile like that. 

“The caller told me that 
if I called my bank from 
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my mobile they would be 
able to help reduce my 
debt up to 75 per cent. 

“I put the phone down 
and called Barclays 
straight away from my 
land line. 

“They told me that 
nobody had done any¬ 
thing whatsoever in my 
name and that nothing 
involving bank accounts 
and debt should ever be 
done over the phone.” 

Claire reported the call 
to Cambridgeshire Police 
and Action Fraud, and is 
urging people to be cau¬ 
tious. 

She said: “In my mind, 
the fact that the number 
showed up as a local 
number shows that these 
scammers know what 
they’re doing as they’re 
trying to trick you into 
thinking they’re a local 
organisation trying to 
help. 

“Since this happened 


lots of other people in the 
area have had the same 
happen to them and it’s 
scary. 

“I’m a young woman so 
was quick enough to put 
the phone down without 
doing anything. 

“If an elderly or vulner¬ 
able person received the 
call the consequences 
don’t bear thinking 
about.” 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Police 
said: “We were called 
reporting this incident on 
September 6. The caller 
was given advice and 
details of Action Fraud in 
case her bank account 
was breached. 

“We always advise peo¬ 
ple to be wary of cold call¬ 
ers and not to provide 
personal details. 

“Reputable companies 
and banks will never ask 
for personal details over 
the phone and will be 
happy to provide evi¬ 
dence in order to prove 
their authenticity.” 


When will you get superfast broadband? 


PEOPLE without superfast broadband 
in the Ely area can find out when their 
area is due to get it following the launch 
of a new website. 

As part of the Connecting Cambridge¬ 
shire scheme, a new online tool has 
been set up so people can look to see 
when they will get superfast broadband. 

The ‘my area’ section of the website 
includes an A-Z list of 267 areas across 
the county. 

The pages have been designed to help 
people see broad time scales for how 


their area of parish fits in to multiple 
phases of the broadband roll-out plan, 
and people can register their details to 
receive updates about when broadband 
is coming by using the ‘Keep Me 
Updated’ link. 

The broadband roll-out is expected to 
be covered in eight phases, which may 
overlap, with the first cabinets due to go 
live with fibre this year and final work 
completed by the end of 2015.

A14 funding 
sparks anger 


CASH-strapped East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council is being slammed 
for agreeing to put for¬ 
ward £1 million to help 
improve the A14. 

Taxpayers insist the 
authority should not be 
providing any funding 
towards upgrading the 
notorious trunk road but 
bosses agreed earlier this 
month to put forward £1 
million. 

Peter Moakes, chairman 
of the council’s develop¬ 
ment and transport com¬ 
mittee, insists the funding 
is justified as the A14 has 
an impact on all local resi¬ 
dents and businesses. 

But residents disagree 
and say the authority is 
“wasting” money. Sally 
Alderson, of Clay Street, 
Soham, said: “I actually 
feel insulted by the coun¬ 
cil’s decision. 

“One minute I am read¬ 
ing that the council is in 
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such a sticky financial sit¬ 
uation that staff could face 
losing their jobs yet now 
I’m reading that they’re 
using £1 million to help 
improve the A14. 

“Why on earth is taxpay¬ 
ers’ money being wasted 
on a scheme which will not 
benefit us in any way?” 

Terry Hayes, of 
Columbine Road, Ely, said: 
“The A14 improvements 
should be completely 
funded on a national basis. 

“We are told our council 
is having a ‘root and 
branch review’ because of 
its poor financial situation. 
This actually clouds the 
question that should be 
asked: ‘What services is it 
essential the council pro¬ 
vides?’ This would cer¬ 
tainly exclude funding for

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improvements to the A14.” 

District council bosses 
are going to try to use 
Communitylnfrastructure 
Levy (CIL) contributions 
from developers to come 
up with the £1 million and 
hope, although it cannot 
be guaranteed, that coun¬ 
cil tax will not be affected 
by the funding agreement. 

Cllr Moakes said: 
“Despite all the efforts to 
improve the situation with 
the A14, the road is now 
more often referred to as a 
car park rather than a seri¬ 
ous piece of transport 
infrastructure. 

“To make a difference, 
councils from across the 
region - not just 
Cambridgeshire - have 
come together to be part of 
the solution to the prob¬ 
lem. 

“This is in recognition of 
the impact the road has on 
the lives of all our residents 
and businesses.”

On Friday, more than five weeks after the 
incident happened, the lamppost, near to 
Card Factory and Tucker Gardner, was 
finally replaced by Balfour Beatty workmen. 

The bottom portion of the post had been 
left with warning tape over the top of it. 


Homes appeal 
is approved 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build more than 20 new 
affordable homes in a vil¬ 
lage have been approved 
at appeal. 

Last May social housing 
provider, Sanctuary 
Group, applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to build 
24 new affordable homes 
in Haddenham. 

The proposals involved 
building 19 houses, three 
bungalows and two flats 
on land to the north of 
9-11, Northumbria Close. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council refused 
the scheme after being 
bombarded with objec¬ 
tions from locals who 
insisted the plans were 
overdevelopment of the 
land, and that the increase 
in traffic would put resi- 
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dents and road users at 
risk. But bosses at 
Sanctuary lodged an 
appeal with the Planning 
Inspectorate in March this 
year, and that appeal has 
now been allowed. 

Among the dozens of res¬ 
idents who objected to the 
plans was Ian Dickerson. 

He told the council: “We 
are all for affordable hous¬ 
ing being available in the 
village but I think 10 
dwellings in that area 
would be a much more 
reasonable number.” 

In her objection, Chris 
McFarlane said: “These 
new dwellings will add

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additional danger to road 
users and pedestrians as 
the area regularly has 
close encounters.” 

Haddenham Parish 
Council also objected to 
the “density, size and 
number of dwellings”. 

A spokeswoman for 
Sanctuary Group said: 
“We are looking forward to 
working with the commu¬ 
nity to help provide new 
affordable housing for 
local families and hope to 
start work on site in the 
spring of next year. 

“It will take time to go 
through a tendering pro¬ 
cess to out source some of 
the work, where possible 
we will look to use local 
suppliers and create jobs 
and training opportuni¬ 
ties.”

Police crackdown 
on seatbelt crime 


MORE than 500 motor¬ 
ists have been caught 
failing to wear a seatbelt 
as part of a road safety 
campaign. 

So far, 531 motorists 
have been caught as part 
of the ‘Think’ campaign, 
which will run through¬ 
out September. 

From September 1, 
drivers will now receive 
either a £100 fine, which 
has increased from £60, 
or they can elect to take 
an educational course. 

The new educational 
Seatbelt Awareness 
Course has been offered 
to eligible drivers or pas¬ 
sengers and is being 
rolled out nationally by 
the Government. 

It is being provided by 
AA Drive Tech and costs 
£36. The course can be 
completed online or in a 
booklet and must be 
completed within 28 
days of the course being 


offered. 

Inspector Mark Rogers 
said: “Over the coming 
weeks officers will be 
carrying out regular 
patrols targeting those 
flouting the law in rela¬ 
tion to wearing a seat- 
belt. 

“You are 50 per cent 
more likely to be involved 
in a fatal road traffic col¬ 
lision if you’re not wear¬ 
ing this life-saving piece 
of equipment. The con¬ 
sequences of not wearing 
a belt are potentially hor¬ 
rific. 

“Drivers should be 
responsible for ensuring 
all passengers wear seat- 
belts, and they will be 
fined for anyone under 
14 who is in their vehicle 
and is not.” 

Last year more than 
2,700 people received a 
£60 fine for failing to 
wear a seatbelt in 
Cambridgeshire.

HMRC have issued a further 
reminder to parents who are 
continuing to receive Child 
Benefit after 7 January 2013, 
who have income over £50,000, 
to register for Self- Assessment 
for the 2012-13 tax year by 
5 October 2013. They will then 
need to complete and submit a 
2012-13 tax return by 31 January 
2014 (if electronic submission, 
or 31 October 2013 if paper 
submission). 

This will enable them to declare 
the Child Benefit received, repay 
it as a notional tax charge, and 
avoid penalties for failure to 
notify HMRC on time. Those 
who fail to register could face a 
penalty of up to 100 per cent of 
the tax due. 

The High Income Child Benefit 
Tax Charge came into effect on 
7 January 2013 and applies to an 
individual with an income of 
over £50,000 a year who either 
received child benefit payments 
after 7 January 2013, or who has 
a partner who received the 
benefit. The partner with the 
higher income is liable to pay 
the charge if both partners have 
income over £50,000. 

Those who this applies to last 
tax year need to now correct 
their tax through submission of 
a tax return. 

Those who this applies to in the 
current and future tax years 
have the following options: 

• Submit further tax returns 

• Stop receipt of child benefit 

• Manage both incomes to 
each stay below the £50,000 
threshold.

Phones 4 U plans 
rejected by council 


A MOBILE phone chain’s hopes of 
taking over a post office branch have 
been dashed. 

Bosses at mobile phone giant 
Phones 4 U were hoping to move into 
the premises used by Ely’s post office. 

But their plans to erect new signage 
at the premises in the city’s High 
Street have been refused. 

Planners at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council described the pro¬ 
posed signage as “incongruous” and 
said it would have an “adverse 
impact” on the High Street, which is 
in Ely’s conservation area. 

The firm had applied to install one 
non-illuminated fascia sign and one 
non-illuminated projecting sign.

But in a statement to Phones 4 U, 
Giles Hughes, head of planning at the 
council, said: “The proposed fascia 
sign, by means of its size and stand¬ 
ardised corporate design, would be a 
strident and incongruous feature 
that would dominate the front eleva¬ 
tion, would be out of keeping with 
the character of the existing building 
and adversely impact on the charac¬ 
ter of Ely Conservation Area.” 

The news is likely to be welcomed 
by local people, who say another 
mobile phone shop is the “last thing 
Ely needs”. 


Richard Piccaver, from Little 
Downham, said: “The last thing Ely 
needs is another mobile phone shop. 

“There’s a mobile phone shop just 
yards down the High Street.” 

Meanwhile, Post Office Ltd is hop¬ 
ing to re-locate the city’s branch fur¬ 
ther down the High Street to where 
the Premier Convenience Store is - 
plans which are also proving to be 
controversial. 

Nobody from Phones 4 U was avail¬ 
able to comment. 

A council spokesman said the com¬ 
pany now has a number of options, 
including coming up with more suit¬ 
able signage or lodging an appeal 
against the authority’s decision.

MR praises work 
of local charity

A CHARITY which supports 
elderly and disabled residents 
whose homes are at risk of bur¬ 
glary has been praised by a local 
MP. 

The Cambridgeshire Bobby 
Scheme provides a free service 
to elderly and disabled people 
who are victims of burglary by 
improving the security of their 
homes. 

A team of carpenters repair 
damage to properties caused by 
criminals and install better 
locks, bolts, door chains and 
door viewers. 

The scheme’s security advisors 
spend time with victims provid¬ 
ing security advice and reassur¬ 
ance, and they also make re-vis- 
its with updated devices or to 
replace batteries, as well as iden¬ 
tifying any further needs. 

Sir Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, met with 
Shirley Simpson, manager of 
Cambridgeshire Police 
Shrievalty Trust, which runs the 
charity, recently to discuss its 
success. 

Mr Paice said: “Not only has 
the Bobby Scheme been a huge 
success in reducing the rate of 
repeat burglary in my constitu¬

ency, it has also given reassur¬ 
ance and peace of mind to many 
of the most vulnerable in our 
society. 

“I would like to thank those 
involved in the scheme for their 
valuable work, and hope that 
more people can benefit in the 
future.” 

Miss Simpson said: “Crime and 
the fear of crime can have a dev¬ 
astating impact on peoples’ 
lives, their health and well being. 

“The Bobby Scheme does make 
a valuable, positive contribution 
to improving the quality of life of 


older and vulnerable members 
of the community by improving 
their home security.” 

Those who are 65 and over or 
disabled, and have not been vic¬ 
tims of burglary, may request a 
visit from the Bobby Scheme 
upon making a small donation. 

The scheme has helped over 
19,000 people in the last 11 years 
- more than half of whom live 
alone and the majority are over 
the age of 80. 

The repeat burglary rate for 
those who have been helped by 
the scheme is less than 2 per 
cent, compared with a rate of 10 
per cent in Cambridgeshire and 
the national repeat burglary rate 
of 14 per cent. 

Although supported by the 
Cambridgeshire Police 
Authority, the scheme does rely 
on charitable donations to con¬ 
tinue its work and works closely 
with Victim Support, AgeUK, 
Cambridgeshire Social Services, 
district councils and 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary.

But Bonner is also on a 
mission of his own; to find a Japanese 
school teacher he loved before war 
broke out... 

Ella Walker speaks to the director 
Peter Webber (director of Girl With 
A Pearl Earring and Hannibal Rising ), 
about working with Tommy Lee Jones 
and braving his critics. 

Can you start by explaining what 
made this a story you just had to tell? 

I've always been very interested in 
Japan and Japanese culture. I think 
it's an interest that started when I 
discovered the films of Kurosawa and 
Ozu when I was a teenager. Also the 
thing that made me really interested 
in this particular subject matter was 
that it seemed very metaphorical for 
what was going on today. It's a way 
I could tell a story from the past that 
had some resonance in the present - 
it's about regime change, the battle 
between justice and revenge. And 
I had always wanted to work with 
Japanese actors and do a film set in 
Japan; this seemed like a very good 
opportunity. 

Considering the plot is based on true 
events, did you feel a responsibility to 
the real people portrayed? 


Yes, but you also have to balance 
that against responsibility to the 
audience. You can be tugged in 
different directions. There's obviously 
been an awful lot of films, not 
about this particular subject - this 
is a post-war film rather than a war 
film - but about the Pacific War, 
and overwhelmingly they've put the 
American point of view. I felt it'd be 
interesting to tell a tale where you 
would hear what the Japanese had to 
say. 

What made you pick Matthew Fox for 
the lead role? 

I was looking for someone who 
was the modern day equivalent of 
Gary Cooper. Quite an old fashioned, 
strongly morally centred, very 


masculine kind of a figure, and it just 
seemed to me Matthew Fox was 
perfect for that. He has some of that 
1950s leading man about him. 

What was it like working with Tommy 
Lee Jones? Is he as intimidating as he 
comes across? 

It's scary to begin with, because he 
comes with a big reputation, he can 
be quite daunting but actually he's 
great to work with. He's super smart 
and underneath that rather gruff 
exterior, beats a heart of pure gold 
(Peter breaks off laughing). But it is a 
very gruff exterior. 

Were there any tough days when you 
thought the film wasn't going to work 
out? 

Every day is a difficult moment 


on set because you never have 
quite enough money and you never 
have quite enough time. Stanley 
Kubrick said making a film is like 
trying to write War and Peace on 
a rollercoaster, so every day has its 
challenges. 

Emperor has been considered a critical 
and commercial flop in America. 
What do you think of its reception 
so far? 

I was particularly pleased with 
the way it's gone down in Japan. 

It's been very successful in Japan, I 
think it's just passed the £12m box 
office mark, so that was important 
to me, that people went to see it 
over there. 

I got a couple of good reviews 
from my two favourite reviewers - 
Rex Reed and Roger Ebert. There's 
obviously bad reviews out there as 
well, I'm choosing to ignore those. 
What do you want people to take 
from the film? 

I hope they enjoy it, I hope it 
makes them understand a bit about 
how enlightened American foreign 
policy used to be; I think it casts 
an interesting light, especially with 
current events. It's very important to 
remember and understand history. I 
hope really that they'll be plunged into 
a strange, mysterious and fascinating 
world and really learn something 
about a period of history that hasn't 
been told before.

PRISONERS

ALTHOUGH it ultimately 
lacks the courage of its 
twisted convictions, Prison¬ 
ers \s a provocative thriller 
about a father who takes 
justice into his own hands 
when his little girl is ab¬ 
ducted. 

The subsequent quest for 
answers and reconciliation, 
regardless of the horrific 
consequences, will strike a 
deep chord with parents. 

Desperate times call 
for desperate measures 
and when authorities fail 
to solve the case, Aaron 
Guzikowski's script pulls 
no punches as it depicts 
the father's transformation 
from doting family man to 
snarling judge, jury and 
executioner. 

The film begins with Keller 
Dover (Hugh Jackman, 
pictured) out hunting with 
his teenage son, Ralph 
(Dylan Minnette). When 
they return home with a 
slain deer, the entire Dover 
clan including wife Grace 
(Maria Bello) and daughter 
Anna (Erin Gerasimovich), 
head over to the home 
of neighbours Franklin 
(Terence Howard) and 



Nancy Birch (Viola Davis) for 
Thanksgiving lunch. 

Soon after Anna and the 
Birch's girl Eliza (Zoe Soul) 
disappear to look for a 
missing whistle and never 
return. 

The two sets of parents 
are distraught and Ralph 
remembers a suspicious 
RV parked down the 
road. Detective Loki (Jake 
Gyllenhaal) and local police 
arrest the driver - Alex Jones 
(Paul Dano) - who has the 
mental age of a 10-year-old. 

Without any evidence to 
link Alex to the crime, police 
are forced to let their prime 
suspect go back into the 
care of his mother, Holly 
(Melissa Leo). So Keller 
kidnaps Alex at gunpoint 
and holds the young man 
hostage. 

Prisoners is technically 
polished and director Denis 


Villeneuve composes some 
stunning images. Aaron 
Guzikowski's script pushes 
Keller to the edge of the 
abyss and then curiously 
leaves him standing there 
for the final hour, throwing 
in numerous plot twists 
and another suspect (David 
Dastmalchian) to delay the 
father's fall from grace. 

Jackman is mesmerising 
as a protector willing to 
ignore his moral compass to 
reunite his fractured family 
while Gyllenhaal invests 
his rebellious cop with an 
array of twitches and ticks 
that hint at rage bubbling 
beneath the surface. 

The excessive running 
time might put off some 
audiences, but patience 
is rewarded with fine 
performances and a slick 
final act that ties up most of 
the loose threads.

WE ALL feel better after an hour or 
two of gardening; the fresh air, the 
exercise and the simple joy of being 
surrounded by beautiful flowers and 
the fruits of our labour. 

But for some people, the benefits go 
even further. 

"A garden can help people living with 
dementia," says Jeremy Hughes, Alz¬ 
heimer's Society chief executive. “They 
can enjoy socialising, as well as taking 
part in physical activity and stimulating 
the senses, all of which greatly improve 
their wellbeing." 

The regularity of nurturing plants 
on a daily basis also adds structure to 
the day of those living with demen¬ 
tia, while being involved in garden¬ 
ing activities like sowing seeds and 
watering plants gives a better sense 
of control, the society says. The cycle 
of sowing, nurturing, growing and 
harvesting plants, vegetables and 
flowers helps give a better perception 
of their lives. Also, the delicate nature 
of some gardening activities can help 
to maintain or improve fine motor skills 
and increase spatial awareness. 


Garden activities can also help those 
with dementia talk about their past 
lives by reminding them about similar 
activities when they were younger, 
for example what plants, flowers or 
vegetables they used to grow. 

Research shows that gardening can 
also help the wellbeing of younger 
people with early onset dementia. 

"Younger people with dementia want 
and need activities which are stimulat¬ 
ing, fulfilling and productive because 
they are still seeking activities which 
mimic the workplace model," says Jill 
Walton, support group co-ordinator at 
the Frontotemporal Dementia Support 
Group (www.ftdsg.org), which pro¬ 
vides support and information to carers 
of young people with dementia. 

Thrive, a national charity supporting 
horticultural therapy, holds a database 
of around 900 garden projects in the 
UK and can put you in touch with a 
project in your local area (www.thrive. 
org.uk or 0118 988 5688). 

These larger projects are clearly won¬ 
derful, but for many people, garden¬ 
ing at home is where the real therapy 



lies. Indeed, recent research by the 
Alzheimer's Society, in partnership with 
Homebase, discovered 83% of people 
with dementia want to live in their 
own homes for as long as possible; so 
how can you create a home garden, or 
modify an existing one, to give people 
with dementia the greatest therapy? 

Thrive recommends straightforward 
way-finding: the layout of paths - es¬ 
sentially a loop - could take the visitor 
on a journey and return them to the 
starting point, while specimen trees 
and features such as pergolas, sculp¬ 
tures, bird tables and large pots can act 
as landmarks. 

Create a series of places to sit, with 
focal points to look at. These should 
also be protected from bright sunlight, 
chilling winds and deep shade, perhaps 
introducing a canopy or a parasol to 
prevent exposure to the elements. 

Use gentle changes rather than 


strong contrasts. For example, avoid 
strong shadows on paths, which might 
look like holes, abrupt changes in pav¬ 
ing materials which may look like steps, 
or reflective materials which might 
look like water. These might give rise 
to general confusion and agitation and 
also present fall hazards. 

When adding a walkway, Alzheimer's 
Society (www.alzheimers.org.uk) 
recommends paths which are constant, 
such as a figure of eight, as paths with 
abrupt endings can disorientate people 
with dementia. 

Stimulate all of the senses all year 
round with colourful, fragrant plants 
and flowers, water features and wind 
chimes. 

Scents can often create memories, 
so introduce plants to the garden that 
have great smells, such as lavender, 
rosemary, mint or thyme. 

Sensory experience can be increased 


through introducing plants which are 
soft to touch such as lambs' ears or 
bunny tails, an ornamental grass which 
is soft and fluffy. 

Of course, it's wise to remove dan¬ 
gerous plants as dementia sufferers 
may not recall which plants are poison¬ 
ous or irritate their skin. Similarly, any 
plants with thorns or which may sting 
should be removed from the garden 
altogether. 

If new plants are needed, select these 
with the person living with dementia. 
They may have favourites which bring 
back memories of happy times. Go to 
the garden centre and let the dementia 
sufferer physically handle the plants, 
flowers and gardening items which 
may trigger memories more effectively 
than looking at pictures. 

For many of us, gardening is an 
enjoyable pastime - but for others, it's 
a lifeline.

STEVE Fallon described Soham’s defending in the sec¬ 
ond half of Tuesday night’s match at home to Wroxham 
as the worst he’d seen following their 6-2 defeat. 

Luke Stanley put Soham in front on the stroke of half 
time but Wroxham equalised in the 50th minute 
and proceeded to take advantage of poor 
defending. 

They went in front in the 53rd minute 
and added another before Ben Sawyer 
reduced the arrears for Soham to 
make it 3-2 with 15 minutes 
remaining. 

However, the careless defending 
continued and the visitors added 
three more goals to complete a 
miserable evening for the hosts. 

“The defending was horren¬ 
dous,” said a furious Fallon. 

“It was the worst 45 minutes of 
defending I’ve seen. We felt we had 
enough to win the game and told the 
players at half time not to get caught 
on the break - yet that’s exactly what 
happened six times.” 

Stephen Drake hit four of Wroxham’s 
goals in the defeat, while the scoring was 
rounded off by Joe Marsden and a Sam Harty 
penalty. 

Two goals inside the last 10 minutes had seen Soham 
secure their second win in a row by defeating Aveley 4-3 
at Julius Martin Lane on Saturday. 


The Greens were two goals in front after just 20 
minutes thanks to strikes from Luke Stanley and James 
McCabe, with Rashid Kamara pulling one back on 31 
minutes. 

Aveley went ahead in the second half through a 
Jay Leader goal and an Aryan Tajbakhsh 
penalty, but substitute Michael Simpson 
and Stanley secured the win with two 
efforts in quick succession. 

“It was a very even game and there 
were lots of chances for both 
teams,” said Fallon. 

“It was a great start from us to go 
two goals up, but they pulled one 
back before half time. They equal¬ 
ised and then scored from a very 
dubious penalty to go 3-2 up. 

“But we’ve managed to get two 
more goals and that has killed the 
game off. 

“It’s a good result for us. We 
probably wouldn’t have wanted to 
concede three goals, but we’ve got the 
win.” 

Stanley’s double made him Soham’s lead¬ 
ing scorer and he has six for the season so far. 
His manager has been pleased with his recent per¬ 
formances. 

“He had a very good game, as did Connor Wood,” said 
Fallon. “He’s only 17 and he did well on the left wing, 
creating several of our goals.”

ELY City’s disappointing form in 
the Thurlow Nunn League, Premier 
Division, continued with a 3-2 
defeat at Haverhill Rovers on 
Tuesday night. 

Defender Adam Murray twice 
gave the Robins the lead, with 
Rovers responding through Sam 
Holmes and Luke Parkinson.
